NEW YORK. Joseph Sisco, 
‘former undersecretary of state, on 
Friday Jooked to fresh U:S. initiat- 
ives in the Middle East mext year 
and sald it was “premature to sound 
the death knell for the Palestinian 
mrovement.” 

‘Sisco, whom observers say is 8 
possible returnee to the State De- 
partment in ἃ Democratic admin- 
istration, is now president of Amer- 
ican University in Washington. 

Tn addressing the annual Zionist 
Organization of America convention 
at -the Waldorf Astoria hotel here 
he ,sald the war in Lebanon had 
weakened the PLO politically and 
militarily but it would be “premature 
and incautious” to write off the 
Palestinian movement. ᾿ 

‘There would be a fresh vop- 
portunity next year for the U.S. 
to “take the lead” in Middie Haat 
diplomacy, Sisco said. He urged 
Israet to “work towards greater 
unity on specific peace issues” 50 
as to be better able to face the 
situation in 1977. 

‘Whatever administration was in 
power after the elections, he said, 
It would continue to maintain the 
“eardinal tenet” that {srael's sur- 
vival was “non-negotiable.” 

In reply to a question, Sisco said 
1977 would find a stronger Israel, 
weakened Soviet influence in the 
Middle East, divided Arab nations, 
and an America which was ac- 
ceptable to both sides.

TEL AVIV..— Meir Amit, former 
boss of Israel's secret 
(“Mossad”) and now head of the 
Histadrut’s Koor industrial complex 
claimed credit on Friday night for 
the release by Egypt of the four 
prisoners eld after the “security 
mishap" (“Eisek Bish") of the 1950s. 

Speaking in an Ysrael TV inter- 
view, Amit sald he had had to 
struggle against former Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan, who he said 
had been inclined to give up the op- 
portunity to obtain the fours re- 
lease. 

Annlt, who holds the rank of Aluf 
in the reserves, said he began 
“gupreme efforts" to obtain the 
four's release as soon as he took 
up his post as head of the Mossad. 
He offered the Egyptians a ransom 
of $im. for each of them, in vain. 
He then initiated efforts through 
other governments and diplomatic 
channels, including Generalissimo 
Franco, Yugoslav dictator Tito, 
Indira Gandhi and the Greek gov- 
ernment; but Nasser perslated in 
his refusal. 3 

Nasser had also refused an offer 
to exchange the four, along with 
10 other Israeli prisoners taken in 
the Six Day War, for the 5,000 held 
by Israel — who included a number 
of high-ranking officers. 

As time passed, Amit said, an 
erosion began to take place in the 
Government’s position. “. " Βα 
confined, “I bad no. help in this 
from Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
who, more than the other Cabinet 


of steam.” 

Amit said he had sharp disagree- 
ments with Dayan on this issue 
because Dayan simply did not be-

Then a Cabinet session was con- 
vened, and Amit convinced Premier

With these 
two they sent Nasser a personal 
note telling him Israel would not 
back down on this issue. 

The letter outlined a plan for the 
release of the 10 Israeli prisoners 
in exchange for the 5,000, and let- 
ting the four “mishap” prisoners go 
two weeks later. Nasser accepted 
the plan and several weeks later 
{though not two) the four were 
released, 


Dayan, reacting to Amit in the 
same broadcast, said he did not 
think television was the proper 
place to deal objectively with such 
subjects. “I would gladly appear 
before any authorized body which 
might be appointed te investigate 
the matter,” he said. 

The bead of the Mossad at the 
time of the “mishap,” Isser Harel, 
yesterday rejected what Amit said.

Of the 150 Mercedes buses order- 
ed four years ago to relieve the 
Pressure on public transportation in 
Jerusalem, almost 100 have been 
immobilized this summer, ἃ period 
described by a veteran Egged of- 
ficial in the clty as the most crowd- 
ed in memory. 

Fifty-five of the buses have been 
Jaid up in a Talpiot parking lot for 
want of spare parts. Forty-three 
others have just joined them after 
being laid up for two yeara or more 
in Customs. 

Egged officials hope that all wili 
be on the streets within the next 
few weeks. 

The Mercedes buses, the only ones 
of their kind in Israel, were ordered 
to help cope with the capital's rapid 
increase in population following the 
Six Day War and the development 
of large housing estates on its outer 
edges. The buses proved popular 
with both the public and drivers. 
They are quieter than Egged’s re- 
gular fleet of Leyland “Tigers,” are 
more comfortable to ride in and 
drive and are easier to board. They 
also hold about 100 passengers com- 
pared ta 70 for the Tigers. The 
first ones began to appear in Je- 
rusalem a few months before the 
Yom Kippur War. 

Zt soon developed that they had 
a serious problem with their gears. 
After 40,000 Kilometres, many of 
the buses came to a standstill. 

Meanwhile, Egged found itself un- 
able to pay the duties necessary to 
free 43 Mercedes buses from Cus- 
toms. For two years and more, the 
buses were parked in a Customs 
area in Holon, unable to reduce the 
bus queues in Jerusalem where the 


were steadily 
breaking down. Credits extended by 
the Miniatry of Transportation fin- 
ally permitted Egged to retrieve the 
mew buses last month. They are 
presently being prepared for entry 
Into regular service. Eight of them 
took to the streets last: week. 

As for the buses which have 
broken down, spare parts are due 
“any day now," according to Moshe 
Ashkenazi, Egged's director of 
maaintenance in Jerusalem. 

The workhorse of Egged’s 608-bus 
fleet in Jerusalem continues to be 
the Leyland, which has considerable 
problems of its own — including old 
age. Some of the Tigers are 15 
years old. About 30 of them are 
algo latd up for want of spare parts. 
{A Jerusalem school teacher re- 
ported last week that three buses 
in which she was riding broke down 
within a few days of each other.)

Religious elements in northern 
Jerusalem have suspended = their 
pinna for more mass demonstrations 
in order to give the authorities time 
to consider an alternative route 
Yor a new road to Ramot that would 
avold thelr nelghbourhoods. 

A proposed route drawn up hy 
orthodox architect Yosef Shenberger 
at the behest of religioug residents 
in the area wag.presented to Mun- 
igipa?l and Housing Ministry officials 
last week by Rabbi Menahem Porush 
and other Agndat Yisrael Jeaders. 

The proposal was passed on for 
comment to the Tel Aviv engineer- 
ing company, Chevra Lamidot, which 
designed the six-lane road currently 
being built and which the religious 
residents wish to see halted. 

The residents of Tel Sanz 
other orthodox neighbourhoods near- 
by object that the road will disturb 
the Sabbath peace of the area. “This 
road vidlates the sensitivity: of 
15,000 religious residents," said 
Rabbit Porush in an interview Fri- 
dey. “We will not permit this to 
happen.” 

A Municipad official 
expressed doubt last week that the 
alternative route would be accept- 
able. “From an point of 
view, it has steep slopes and small 
radii, From an ecological point of 
view, it could be seen from half of 
Jerusalem while the road presently 


and 


alternative route would also rm by 
Sanhedria Murhevet and disturb the 
religious residents of that neighbour- 
hood.” 

A mass demonstration gcheduled 
two weeks ago by religious residents 
was called off after 2 meeting in the 
offce of Jerusalem . Police Chief 
David Kraus with leaders 
and officials of the Municipality and 
Heusing Ministry. The Ministry is 
responsible for construction of the 
feur-km. long road which will link 
Ramot, whose ultimate population 
will be 30,000, with the main part 
of the city. The religious leadera 
agreed to suspend demonstrations 
until an alternative route had been 
drawn up by them and decided upon 
by the authorities. If, as it seems 
likely, this alternative is rejected, 
another possibility mooted in reli- 
gious circles is utilization of the 
existing two-lane road for Sabbath 
trafic in the future with the Hous-

Call for honest 
work to solve

HAIFA. — Inflation, largely zene- 
rated by the government and Jack 
of productivity, are the main hin- 
drances to increasing Industrial out- 
put and exports, Avraham Shavit, 
tke president of the Manufacturers 
Association, said on Friday.

Shavit asked how it was possible 
that during the Yom Kippur War 
production hardly dropped, while so 
Many were mobilized into the army. 
“It has been calculated that only 43 
per cent of our production capacity 
is used. .Yet we can manufacture 
the most stupendous things, like 
laser equipment, missiles and speed- - 
beats,” he said. 

Shavit declared that “if conditions ἡ 
are: put right, we can in three years 
double our industrial exports to 
$4,000m. a year.”

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CITIZEN’S POLICE 


THE RESIGNATION last week of Police _Inspector-General 
Shani Rosolio attracts public attention to a little known aspect 
of our security establishment. True, practically any report 
on violence or fraud ends with the words, “the police in 
vestigating.” Police has 8 connotation of a secret being which 
protects our lives and goods, which is always late at the 
seene of crime, public order for our sake, or uses 
brutal force where it is not required — all depending on which 
side of the fence we are and what we expect from the guardians 
of the law as the case may be. Little thought is given to the 
fact that policemen are human beings and fellow citizens who 
are entrusted with a certain technique to keep the community 
going in some orderly way. Ἁ 

In the four years during which InspectorGeneral Rosolio 
was responsible for the police force, the police has undergone 
several far-reaching processes, amounting to nothing Jess than 
@ revolutionary transformation. The police has been entrusted 
not only with the task of keeping pace with the rapidly-growing 
crime rate, but also with internal security — a task directly 
putting the police on the tracks of would-be terrorists. The 
Border Police, which at its inception was construed as a 
body of professionals guarding the frontiers, has been moved 
to the main population centres and has undertaken the watch 
on the security of ports, airfields and other areas likely to at- 
tract trouble-makers. The financial reward of the policeman 
has been hiked up considerably and put at par with the cor- 
responding officer grades in the permanent army. 

The police no longer suffers from being understaffed, as it 
was for years. It may claim its. establishment is short of what 
the country requires, but at least it now is in a position: to 
choose among candidates, whose numbers exceed the number 
of vacancies. 

‘Moreover, the police establishment has opened up its ranks 
to “non-professionals,” so to speak. Many high ranking police 
officers no longer come from the beat but from allied professions. 
There are former army officers and attorneys among them, as 
well as scientists. Modern police detection owes much to techno- 
logy and psychology. 

The argument is often heard that police must be feared to 
be effective. But this has never been the aim of the Israel 
Police Force. On the contrary, its first Inspector-General Ye- 
hezkel Sahar promised, when he took office, that the police 
would strive to become the friend and helpful hand of any 


law-abiding citizen. This aim hes never been abandoned by any — 


of the succeeding police chiefs, though it does impose import- 
ant limitations on the use of the force. For the Israel Police 
Force cannot be other than a citizen's force just as the Israel 
Defence Forces must by their nature be a citizen’s army. No 
useful purpose is achieved by a society divided into potential 
Offenders and would-be enforcers of the Jaw. Indeed, the Israel 
Police has embarked on a different course. 

It.sees as its task organization of internal security by in- 
volving as many citizens as possible. The Civil Guard, which 
took on momentum after the Savoy Hotel incident last year 
is such an instance. The police may not have yet found the 
most practical way to utilise the unprecedented wave of volun- 
teerism, but it has gone a long way to getting civilians or- 
ganized in case of emergency. Another instance of police- 
civilian cooperation is the part-time duty undertaken by univer- 
sity students all over the country in law enforcement and even 
dispersion of demonstrators. 

‘A citizen's police force cannot hope to pursue its tasks with- 
out parliamentary protection. Like the army, the police must 
gain the publie’s trust to be effective. -

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‘THE FIRST intimation that France 
was interested in coordinated action 
with Israel against Egypt reached us 
on September 1, 1956. It came in a 
“Most Immediate" signal I received 
that morning from our Military At- 
tache in Parig informing me of 
Anglo-French plans to seize the Suez 
cancel Nesser's 
nationalization order, and restore 
French and British rights in the 
Canal Authority. The signe! added 
that the French felt we should be in- 
vited to take part in the operation. 

T was chief of staff at the time and 
the message’ wes brought to me 
while I was meeting with the 
Genera] Staff. Ben-Gurion was pre- 
sent, and he instructed me to reply 
that in principle we were ready to 
cooperate. This was followed by 
preliminary clarifications in Paris 
by our Chief of Operations, who 
happened to be in Europe at the time 
and who met with Howse 1 military 
representatives on mber 7... 

On September 18, the Director 
General of the Ministry of Defence. 
Shimon Peres, left for Paris to try to 
get some easing of the conditions of 
payment for the tanks and planes we 
had from France. Peres was 
ἃ personal friend of France's 
Minister of Defence, Maurice 
Bourges-Maunoury. and he also 
knew Premier Guy Mollet and 
Foreign Minister Christian Pineau. 
We agreed that he was to use the op- 
portunity to hold frank and informal 
talks with them on the subjett of 
Franco-Isreel political cooperation: 
in the Middle East. 

Before he left, I suggested that he 
insist on three basic conditions for 
such cooperation. First, the in- 
itiative was to come from France, 
and she should officially invite Israel 
for talks on this subject. The tmpor- 
tance of this point stemmed from the 
nature of our relations up to then. 
Our recent arms purchases from 
France had had to be effected in a 
somewhat clandestine manner, 
since there was an agreement 
between the U.S., France and Bri- 
tain ta coordinate arms policy 
towards Israel. Now, if France 
sought our help over the Suez crisis, 
I thought we should try to extricate 
ourselves from the status of an in- 
fant, subject to ἃ triple 
custodianship, and become an ally 
with equa) rights, particularly when 
the subject of cur common concern 
‘was on our very doorstep. - 

Second, it was essential to avoid a 
situation in which Israel might be 
drawn into a conflict with Britain 
which could lead to British military 
action against Israel. The 
background to this was the complex 
character of British-Israel relations, 
Britain had treaties with several 
Arab States who might go to the help 
of Egypt. If this happened, the situa- | 
tion could arise in which we would be 
fighting er with the British on 
one front, and suddenly find 
ourselves clashing on a second front 
with Jordan, to whom Britain would 
be rushing military aid under the 
Angio-Jordanian treaty. 

Third, if war came, Israel should 
be able to rectify her border with 
Sinai to include Sharm e-Sheikh, 
Nakhi, Abu Ageila. and Rafah. 
These were desert areas, without 
water or inhabitants. The Sharm e- 
Sheikh locality was occupied et the 
time by Egyptian coastal batteries 
poised to open fire on any ships try- 
ing to reach Eilat. [f an Israel! unit 
were there instead, the west bank of 
that Gulf would be a protective base 
for freedom of shipping.
